8 l 
feet to a corner, a dressed granite monument, marked S-D, standing 0.5 of a foot north 
of the northerly side of a fence on the northerly side of Harmony Grove cemetery, on

Mount Vernon Street 722 feet to a corner, a dressed granite monument, marked S-P,

west about 85 feet to a corner witness mark, a dressed granite monument, marked S-SD, 
standing 7 feet southwest of the southwesterly bank of a canal, and 8.6 feet north¬ 
east of the center of the most northerly rail of the Boston and Maine Railroad tracks;
